Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 and 17-20 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner was 
unable to find prior art teaching a hydraulic swiveling vane motor for producing steering 
movement in a center point steered vehicle; at least one vane fixed to a first ground 
engaging component and at least one movable vane fixed to a second ground engaging 
component, wherein the movable vane pivots about a rotary axis with respect to the first 
ground engaging component a hydraulic variable flow pump; wherein the pump is driven 
by a driving mechanism that powers a second hydraulic pump located in a second 
circuit and wherein the second pump is configured to draw fluid from a reservoir 
supplying the second circuit and at least one valve permits flow from the second circuit 
to supply the first circuit.
